Ou a recent Lord's day morning the pastor of
& well'’known chorch enjoyed the assisiance of
snother minister, and the two pentlemen ocou-
pled the pulpit together. The chureh has re-
cently indulged fn the luxury of & new organ,
With the new organ came (he oconcomitant
neoessily of a choros choir, The wo reverend
gentlemen, sitving on the pulpit sofs, awsit the
time tor the cowmmencement of the religious
part of the cxercises, Meaniime the organist
does bis best at ehowing off the powers of the
Instrument at which he presides in a voluntary
performanue, to drown the shuilling nolse of in
coming foct, and lo awakén sentiments of devo -
ton in the hearts of whe people to whom the
feet belong., This instramental cforl is some.
What varied in its style, uad conslderabiy
edious, but, like all other earthily complications
of joy and sorrow, It atlnst slides to a conclusion,
or, rather, it dlssolves itself into anothor varlety
of musical exercise. The chorus cholr rlses to
Its feet for the purpose of commencing the
voluntary “renderiug” of one of those extraor-
dinary compositions with which every wor-
shipper and every preacher has so often been
sonoyed, They are evidently bent on doing the
beatthey hrow how, regardless of consequences,
Mr. Bissoon, the heavy man of the concern,
Btartsa the thing with a chowe eelection of
growls, which appenr to have their foundations
fn the heels of his shoes, Gently at first, bat |
gradunily more snd more prufily, does Bas |
#oou's music roar itself out, now rising to the
level of hisstomach, now again subsiding with |
sound like the dyiug mullering ol the thander
a July gust, to the depth of his boots, |
But touching as are Bassoon's solo growls, |
the thought of allowng him to enjoy =
monopoly thereot is too fearful a thing for
tolerance, Mr, Faff, the tenor, must take up
the strain and push it on, some. A few notes of
Your best, Faif, { you please. Hark! Faff
and Bassooa ave elriviog for the mastery. Fufi's
volce 18 full and round—a gond way round.
Instead of enunciating distinctly what he means
to sing, he seems Lo be slnging or saying almost
everything elgse. He gobbles his words, and
stuffs his mouth with them ns if they were great
hot mastes of boarding house hash, with
gristle and hair io it. His massive brow is
florid with the exertion, all the way to the
roots ol his halr, His manly bosom heaves
and expands like the cauvas of a full-rigged
man-of war belore & stiff breeze, See! Bassoon
is oatching it! It is « doet now. Fuff has
nearly demolished the sloger of bass, and the
singer of busa, in his tarn, pants to wreak the
deserved vengeance ou the unscrupulous
tenor. Their very halr seems ready to stand
on end with the excitement of the game,
but for the restraining i.fluences of pomatum
and perspirstion, Ioe femivine portion of the
chorus come to lbe rescue, determined that,
able-bodled as these big men are, they shall not
have 1t all their own way, It is Fuil’s wife who
carries the heavy burden of sopranolng for the
party. Castivg a geniusl Jook of sincere sympathy
on the partner ol her joys, her sorrows and her
singing, and a savage glimmer of the left eye at
Baseoou, whose bhesd ehe secms about to take
off, she appears to be goiug to pour crude petro-
leum oo the turbulent flow of rong. She opens
the floodpates of her melody, slmost sweeping
poor Faff arnd Bassoou out of sight and out of
bhearing., For a4 moment, it 18 a solo—so high a
style of #0lo as to make the congregation turn |
their necks, to try to learn what is goiug on ln |
the choir gallery, And 50, ol the solo ceases
and the men joln in, each one on his own book
again, and each striving for the mastery, Bus-
goon is soon conquercd, and for a few moments
the “‘united head” of the Fufl family haveit to
themselves. They give It to each other in the
respousive sort, as the congregation presume they
do in the quiet of the Fafl mansion, Dassoon
groaus out from time to time as the contest
procecds, somethivg which sounds like *‘told
you s0.” But that isu’t It. He Is unoting
some cxpression frem the Bible, The fuct that
nobody is able to understand what it ls, is none
of his business, Wbhat does he care whether
they understand it not ¢ They may understand

of the “voluntary.” Pressing iuto the servies all
their remaining strength, they all scream ount
at the bighiest height and the lowest depth of
thelr respective voices the ejaculation already
alloded to. It is enongh—exnctly enough, and
there Js no more. The musme expires. Upper-
crost, Bassoon, the Fufls and the chorus sub-
side into thelr seats, viclentiy fan themselves,
and wipe the flowing perspiration and pomatum
from thelr agitated brows. The organist, con-
scious of having doue great things whereof he
1= glad, wurns round in hi: seat to face the
wondering bellevers who, with twisted necks,
gage upwarde from the pews. The bellows-
blower, safe in his retreat mw the cozy nook
behind the orgap, shakes his fist, and makes
ugly mouths at the whole concern: at the com-
wittee for buying so ponderouns su instraments
st the chorus choir, for making such
an unintelligible racket with their
sioging; at the organist for pulling ont all
its stop-handles; and at the congregation for
patiently listening to it. Awnd the gentlemen in
the pulpit, what part are they taking In the
mausiculous entertainment?

The pastor leans over to his guest, the preacher
for the day, who has been enrnestly lstening
and vainly siriving to ind out if anything was
being suvg which was in  anywize con-
nected with the subject of his coming discourse,
aud aske, “Wasn't that beautifully rendered?”?
The preacher lor the day mnakes answer, *'1
couldn’t understand it," *“What was it To
which the pastor replies, ““J don'( now!" 1Is
this & fair illostrution of the nolse and bluster
usually made by muny Bassoons and Fuffs who
wistake their calling, snd leave the unhalloweld
lager and other coucert saloons to lead and
direct “*Church Choirs?” We think it ls., What
say the public? How long will the Christinn
copgregations submit to such mousense, to use
ro harsher term?
